In appreciation of the nation-wide di;ive on un­ 
employment which has brought more than nine­ 
teen thousand dollars of federal employment funds 
into Sikeston during the last few months, the 
mayor and city council of Sikeston have designat­ 
ed next week, April 23 to April 28, as NATIONAL 
RE-EMPLOYMENT WEEK for this city. 


More than three hundred unemployed men and 
women are registered in the oifice of the National 
Re-employment Service in the City Hall. During 
National Re-employment Week it should be the 
effort of every person in the city to try to find 
some employment for one or more of these un­ 
employed. Housewives ready for spring cleaning 
—home-owners ready for spring painting, repairs, 
yard improvement—store-owners who can use one 
or more persons on a few days’ extra work— 
should all make a special effort during the week 
of April 23-28 to find such employment. 


All who have employment to offer should phone 
the National Re-employment Office in the City 
Hall. The phone number is 9. The NRS office, with 
practically all of the city’s unemployed registered, 
is able to furnish the best qualified laborers for all 
jobs available, and is also in position to place these 
jobs among the qualified workers who are most 
needy. The re-employment office will also be able 
to keep accurate records on all the work made 
available, so at the end of National Re-employ­ 
ment Week there will be a summary of the num­ 
ber of jobs given by Sikeston employers to Sikes­ 
ton unemployed. 


A special reason for asking every citizen’s sup­ 
port of National Re-employment Week is that the 
federal government is at present changing its em­ 
ployment service from a temporary emergency 
basis, and expects to keep permanent employment 
services only in those communities where there is 
a steady need for such service by private employ­ 
ers. The service was originally established to su­ 
pervise labor placement on public works alone. It 
is to continue, however, as an employment agency 
for all employers and all unemployed, without ex­ 
pense to either. 


The mayor and city council therefore ask that 
in addition to designating April 23-28 as National 
Re-employment Week, that employers use the Na­ 
tional Re-employment Office as regularly as possi­ 
ble in order to maintain this service permanently 
for the city.

general the word means the act of 
(Unarming, as by 
reducing 
the 
military or naval force of nations. 
As the years pass. It Is being 
learned that this taking away or 
lessening of a material sens« of 
power is not In itself capable of 
bringing peace. Yet is not peaee 
what 
the people of the whole 
world are seeking? The realiza­ 
tion of harmony a an newer bo 
gained while the thoughts of men 
ave filled with erry* hatred, and 
suspicion, if fear fxfhkl k* elim­ 
inated from the thoughts of men, 
then the hoot of ev41 beliefs, ex- 
pvceeod In meliee, Jealousy, and 
the like, would disappear. 
Suppose the right way of think­ 
ing, with the consequent blotting 
out of thoughts of hate, should 
spread until for the whole human 
family all sense of hatred had been 
destroyed. W hat a change would 
have come over the world! Indeed, 
U\ disarm men of the evil mode 
of thinking would bring about the 
peaceful attitude of nations to­ 
wards one another which people 
so much desire. 
As nations are aggregations of 
people, each ii^jivldaal In the na­ 
tions m ust disarm his own thought 
of fear and hatred.

If we really desire to 
have no need for arms, we must 
begin with ourselves and control 
our own thoughts. 
Those who have learned through 
the teachings of Christian Science 
that man is the reflection of di­ 
vine Love.

Was not this mission 
to bring to light peace, good will, 
universal love? The three years of 
his glorious healing ministry were 
filled by him in showing the world, 
tor all time, how to disarm itself 
of all error. As in the time of Je­ 
sus envy, hatred, and malice were 
aroused by his dem onstrations of 
the truth, so at this period, Mary 
Baker Eddy writes (Miscellaneous 
W ritings, p. 134), “E rror is only 
fermenting, and its heat hissing 
at the ‘still, small voice' of T ruth; 
but it can neither silence nor dis­ 
arm God’s voice.”

Are we listen­ 
ing to these spiritual thoughts or 
Ideas of peace and harmony, or 
are we believing that hate and 
fear are Irresistible? It is for each 
Individual to answer aright this 
vital 
question. — The 
OhrUtian 
Science Monitor.

PROCLAMATION 


In appreciation of the nation-wide dipve on un­ 
employment which has brought more than nine­ 
teen thousand dollars of federal employment funds 
into Sikeston during the last few months, the 
mayor and city council of Sikeston have designat­ 
ed next week, April 23 to April 28, as NATIONAL 
RE-EMPLOYMENT WEEK for this city. 


More than three hundred unemployed men and 
women are registered in the office of the National 
Re-employment Service in the City Hall. During 
National Re-employment Week it should be the 
effort of every person in the city to try to find 
some employment for one or more of these un­ 
employed. Housewives ready for spring cleaning 
— home-owners ready for spring painting, repairs, 
yard improvement—store-owners who can use one 
more persons on a few days’ extra work— 
or 
should all make a special effort during the week 
of April 23-28 to find such employment. 


All who have employment to offer should phone 
the National Re-employment Office in the City 
Hall. The phone number is 0. The NRS office, with 
practically all of the city’s unemployed registered, 
is able to furnish the best qualified laborers for all 
jobs available, and is also in position to place these 
jobs among the qualified workers who are most 
needv. The re-employment office will also be able 
to keep accurate records on all the work made 
available, so at the end of National Re-employ­ 
ment Week there will be a summary of the num­ 
ber of jobs given by Sikeston employers to Sikes­ 
ton unemployed. 


A special reason for asking every citizen’s sup­ 
port of National Re-employment Week is that the 
federal government is at present changing its em­ 
ployment service from a temporary emergency 
basis, and expects to keep permanent employment 
services only in those communities where there is 
a steady need for such service by private employ­ 
ers. The service was originally established to su­ 
pervise labor placement on public works alone. I t 
is to continue, however, as an employment agency 
for all employers and all unemployed, without ex­ 
pense to either. 


The mayor and city council therefore ask that 
in addition to designating April 23-28 as National 
Re-employment Week, that employers use the Na­ 
tional Re-employment Office as regularly as possi­ 
ble in order to maintain this service permanently 
for the city.
